STATEMENT; 1, James Kf. Vignoles, hereby state that the invention in the above patent application 
was conceived at a date prior to June 1 3 P 2001 , as evidenced* at least in part, by EXHIBIT A. In 
particular, al a date prior to June 13, 2001, the invention in the above patent application was 
conceived to include a technique for scanning data, comprising: executing scanning control logic 
utilizing a central processing unit; identifying a request related to data at the central processing unit; 
indicating the data to a scanning co-processor coupled to the central processing unit so that the data is 
scanned by the scanning co-processor under the control of the scanning control logic; waiting for 
results from the scanning co-processor, executing additional logic utilizing the central processing unit 
while waiting for Lhc results from the scajiriing co-processor; and initiating an event based on the 
results from the scanning co-piucessor; wherein the scanning co-processor is under the control of the 
central processing unit via the execution of the scanning control logic by the central processing unit; 
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wherein it is determined whether Ihe data meets a predetermined criteria, where the criteria is based 
on a type of a file associated with ihe data; whereiii the data is sent to the scanning co-processor if it 
is determined that the data meets the predetermined criteria; wherein additional data to be scanned by 
the scanning co-processor is queued while waiting for the results from the scanning coprocessor , as 
well as other claimed features. 

From this statement and attached exhibit, it is clear that the invention in this application was made at 
a date prior to June 13, 2001 .
